The earnings of the dock 
in the last half-year hed been 170,694. bls, 4d. while in the same period 
of 1838 they had amounted to but 151,995/. 9. 9d. The expenditure 
had in the six months ending the 20th Nov. last been 103,636/. 6s. 3d., 
and in the same period of 1858, 98,136/. 11s. 10d. The income had ex- 
ceeded the expenditure in the past half-year oy 67,0571. 5s. Id., and the 
court of directors recommended that a dividend should be declared on the 
capital stock of the company of 1/. 10s. per cent. for the half year. This 
would take 48,5747. 15s. , leaving a balance out of profits of 18,482/. 12s. 1d. 
From this the directors proposed to take 10,000/. to liquidate the ex- 
penses of new works, including wool warehouses, &c. After other finan- 
cial details the report stated that the stock of goods in the warehouses of 
the docks at the end of November last was 82,423 tons, while at the same 
period of 1838 they were only 69,689 tons.

Sia,—As | feel assured that nothing can be farther from your infen- 
tion, than to render your valuable Journal the vehicle of ex parte state- 
ments, or to obscure with the attributes of party spirit or political ran- 
cour, a question which, although of deep interest to the trade and manu- 
factures of the country, is, nevertheless, one essentially of a commercial 
character, I venture to address a few observations to you on the subject 
of the Sicilian sulphur trade, in reply to some remarks which have re- 
cently appeared in your columns. The statement to which I allude has 
been copied into the Mining Journal—a paper of deserved authority on 
subjects of this cjass—and, in reliance upon its accuracy, both you, Sir, 
and the Editor of that paper, have naturally indulged in comments upon 
the question, which might have deterred me from troubling at present, 
had not a full confidence in respect which it is your practice to ex- 
hibit for the cause of truth and justice, and your devotion to the interests 
and welfare of your fellow-subjects, led me to hope that I should not ap- 
peal in vain to your candour, in claiming the opportunity of refuting the 
mis-statements, and correcting the misapprehension so generally preva- 
lent in regard to the Sicilian sulphur contract. 

Although I shall not reply seriatim to your correspondent’s communi- 
cation, I shall endeavour not to leave any part of it unnoticed, nor, I 
hope, unrefuted. In the first place, then, as to the mysterious nature of 
the contract with Mr. Taix, I may only observe, that I believe it would 
be no easy task for your correspondent to show where the mystery is to 
be found, the whole transaction between Mr. Taix and the government of 
Naples being as well known to the public as any public act of any go- 
vernment can be; but then, Mr. Taix, it seems, was at one time on board 
of a Sardinian steam-boat (the Carlo Alberto) at the same time that the 
Duchess de Berri and some scores of other ngers were also on board 
of this vessel, and, straightway, in order to obloquy in certain quar- 
ters on the sulphur treaty, it suits your correspondent,to invest Mr. Taix 
with the character of a determined Carlist, and to metamorphose the sul- 
phur contract into a Carlist conspiracy ; the duchess, at the same time, 
however, by no means forgetting ‘‘ the main chance,’’ but, according to 
your correspondent, pocketting handsomely from the fruits of the mono. 
poly. In truth, this attempt to invest with a political choracter this com- 
mercial transaction, is oy ey absurd ; and the idea of their having an 
ally, in the person of the de Berri, is one which, until it appeared 
in your columns, never entered the imagination of those persons in Bri- 
tain most interested in raising the price of sulphur, although, before I 
conclude, I hope to show that there are very many British subjects inte- 
rested in such an object. As for the animadversions of the French jour- 
nals upon the part which the government of Britain has taken in endea- 
vouring to overthrow the sulphur contract, I am compelled to receive my 
information on the subject from your correspondent, as I have not the op- 
portunity of perusing those Journals ; but if the French press generally is 
opposed to the overthrow of this Carlist transaction, the fact seems to 
belie the general tone of the press of that country, the more particularly 
as it is notorious that the government of France has gone hand in hand 
with that of Britain in coercing the King of Naples upon the present oe- 
casion, But to proceed to the consideration of the commercial treaty of 
1816, between Great Britain and Naples, I must observe, that the state- 
ment of your correspondent is here wholly erruneous, as there is no clause 
in that treaty which guarantees to British subjects the right to carry on 
trade ‘ within and with '’ and “ from "’ the kingdom of the Two Sicilies, 
without any obstacle or hindrance whatever. An inspection of the treaty 
will suffice to show, that by its terms British subjects are, in relation to 
the trade of the Two Sicilies, placed on the footing of the most favoured 
nations ; and the only clause in the treaty which bears any resemblance 
to the quotation of your correspondent, is the following :—* They (Bri- 
tish subjects) shall be entitled to occupy dwellings and warchouses, and 
to dispose of their personal property of every kind and description, by 
sale, gift, exchange, or will, and in any other way whatever, without the 
smallest loss, or hindrance being given them on that head.”’ 

This, however, cannot be assumed to imply that British subjects were 
to have the right to acquire property without its being liable to the pay- 
ment of such fiscal dues, or internal taxes, or duties upon importation, 
as the King of Naples mirht from time to time see fit to impose on ar- 
ticles the products of hisdominions. The assumption seems, indeed, on 
the first glance, to be absurd, and to demand no further refutation than a 
simple statement of the facts of the case. 

That British subjects may have precipitately embarked capital on an er- 
roneous interpretation of this treaty is quite possible, and that these per- 
sons may heve suffered loss in consequence by the sulphur monopoly may 
also be true; but are there no other classes of British subjects, or de- 
scription of British capital influenced by the Sicilian sulphur trade, or 
affected by the price of sulphur being so low in Britain as 7/. or 81. per 
ton? Amongst other articles, the produce of the British dominions, there 
happens to be one named “‘ kelp,” of extensive use in the making of soap 
and glass. This manufacture takes place on the shores of large districts 
of coantry in Scotland and Ireland, from a species of sea weed, and some 
time ago sold for the price of 20/, per ton. About twenty-five years ago 
the kelp shores of the island of North Uist let for about 7000/, a-year, and 
in the Hebrides, Orkney, and Shetland, and other parts of Scotland, 25,000 
tons of this article used to be manufactured annually. 

Previous to the repeal of the duties on common salt and barilla, and to 
the weed ge of sulphur, kelp, as I have said, sold for 20/. per ton, and 
thousands of the inhabitants of Britain, and thousands of tons of British 
shipping found employment and remuneration in the prosecution of this 
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It was also the chief means of the agricultural of the 





Highlands and islands of Scotland, the smaji crofters, or tenants, whose 
removal from the inland situations of the country was requisite in order 
to make way for the sheep farmers, and the improved system of agricul- 
ture, finding employment in kelp making on those situations on the 
coast, which did not admit of their becoming fishermen, or at such sea- 
sons as the pursuit of fishing was impracticable. These people, whilst 
thas employed, were @mking rapid strides in prosperity, and were among 
the best customers in Seotland for the manufactures of England and the 
Lowlands.

In our last week's Number we copied some observations from 
the Times, on the proceedings of a company formed under the 
title of the ‘‘ London United Trades’ Bank,” or the “ London and 
Dublin Trades’ Bank,” two prospectuses having been ‘issued, al- 
though the business was, we believe, carried on as one establish- 
ment—the one company having merged into the other. The ca- 
pital, in the first instance, it appears by these documents, was to 
have been 200,0001., divided into 20,000 shares of 10/. each—de- 
posit 2/. 108. per share; this, however, was, in the second case, 
increased to 1,000,0001., in 100,000 shares of 10/. each, with a de- 
posit of 11. per share. An advertisement having appeared, calling 
ou the shareholders to contribute 15/. per share for the purposes 
of clearing off incumbrances (although, it will be observed, in either 
case, the entire capital was limited to 101. per share), our contem- 
porary thus remarks on this extraordinary announcement :— 

** Its embarrassments must have been of some most unusual and extraor- 
dinary kiod, when such large funds are required to meet them, even at the 
lowest calculation. If it is the company with 20,000 shares, that'would make 
it 300,0001, ; if the larger one of 100,000 shares, 1,500,0001. Where and 
how it has carried on its business seems to be a mystery, and scarcely any 


one in the city knows anything about it. The business done by it cannot, 
therefore, have been large." 


The absurdity of the proposition, that losses to so vast an 
amount have arisen as 1,500,000/., or 50 per cent. beyond the no- 
minal capital of the company, will be too apparent to render ne- 
cessary any remark or argument on this point; which, being ad- 
mitted, we proceed to consider on what grounds the directors ar- 
rived at the resolve which they have publicly advertised, to the effect 
** that all persons having shares in that bank should be called upon 
to contribute 15/. each (we presume, per share), for the purpose of 
raising a fund for discharging the debts of the company.” ‘This 
invitation, if we may judge from the terms in which the advertise- 
ment is couched, the directors were somewhat apprehensive would 
not be generally considered sufficiently attractive to induce the 
invited to pay up instanter their several subscriptions, and, ac- 
cordingly, a few words, we find, are added, well calculated to have 
its due effect on the nervous shareholder, the directors acting upon 
the principle on which some publications of a scandalous character 
are supported—that of threatening to hold up the respective par- 
ties in print, if they will not quietly accede to the proposition 
submitted, of paying their money to avoid publicity being given 
to their names. We find, then, from the little notification re- 
ferred to, that after the lapse of ten days from the date of 
the advertisement (30th December) “‘ the shareholders who had 
devoted their time and attention to the obligations of the bank, 
would feel compelled, in justice to themselves, and the creditors of 
the company, to furnish the names of the parties who had not sub- 
seribed to the said fund, that such measures might be adopted by 
the creditors as [they might deem advisable.” ‘This, it must be 
confessed, is pretty plain speaking, and we trust that the share- 
holders will withhold their subscriptions, “ one and all,” so that 
their names may be furnished, and that they may thus become 
known to each other, and, by their united efforts, exact that ‘infor- 
mation which will, we doubt not, open some of the secrets of the

for granted, be borne by the projectors, who alone are answerabie, 
if they are not, in every sense, responsible. The present appears 
to us to be an extreme case, and we trust the question will 
fairly tried. We remember the case of the “ London and Birming- 


mentary charges, solicitors’ and counsels’ fees, &c., although 
the capital was not subscribed to the extent required, to justify 
them even in making an application to Parliament for an Act, as 
proposed. Some little stand was made on the occasion, but with- 
out avail. The directors and projectors—all “ honourable men” 
—deducted about 60 per cent. from the deposits, and divided the 
residue. A little exposure would be of great benefit—and on this 
subject we court the communications of our correspondents.

The remarks made last week on the formation of companies, had 
reference more particularly to their establishment, with the object 
of creating offices as directors, whereby a “‘ pretty considerable ’* 
annual income is acquired by those who take upon themselves the 
arduous and important duties devolving on them in their self-as- 
sumed official capacity, but whose ability or leisure was very doubt- 
ful in many instances. We find that a correspondent of our con- 
temporary, the Railway Times, takes much the same view of the 
subject, his attention being directed to the formation of railway 
boards, and hence his remarks are more immediately applicable to 
them, but which appear to us so much to the purpose, as generally 
affecting the question, that we copy the first two paragraphs of his 
letter, as corroborative of the view we ourselves entertain. “ A. 
Railway Shareholder ” thus expresses himself :— 

“* The t composition of boards of direction is worthy the serious con- 
sideration of share’ rs. In their present state they are far less efficient 
than — made, and it only wants energy and union amongst elec- 
tors to place things upon a better + calgon me 4 

** The individuals holding these places, in the London lines at least, are 
chiefly persons ad io re their own, as merchants, bankers,. 
stock -brokers, ith those avocations it is quite impossible they

cessary expense."’ 

We have already quoted sufficient for our purpose, while a little. 
reflection on the part of shareholders would render the comments 
of “ A Railway Shareholder,” or ourselves, unnecessary, for it 
must be manifest, that with the numerous occupations which, with. 
but few exceptions, each director has to employ his time and atten- 
tion, it is absurd to suppose that he can direct his energies to any 
one establishment or company without compromising his duties to 
others. The absurd question put by the majority of the public or 
speculators, on the introduction or formation of a company, on ob- 
taining a first sight of the prospectus, is—‘‘ Who are the direc- 
tors?” “Oh! I see—there is Mr. Fiimsy, the bank director—ca- 
pital man that, knows what he is about: then, who have we next ?— 
Mr. Arcenrt, the banker—good—take care that a good balance is 
kept: again—Mr. Wanp .e, the stock-broker—good again—he is 
sure to support the market: then there is Mr. Guaae, the railway 
director—and Mr. Monry, of the joint-stock bank.” These, and. 
some ten or twelve more, are in like manner enumerated, and ac. 
cordingly the capital is subscribed for—the company formed— 
shares issued—premiums obtained—first profits realised—offices

We here find a 
prospectus issued, stating that it is proposed to form a company, 
with a capital of 1,000,000/,, which shall be divided into 100,000 
shares of 104, each. Accordingly, a party applies for 1000 shares, 
on which he pays his deposit—thus subscribing one hundredth 
part of the capital, and subjecting himself to the like proportion of 
risk, or being entitled to the advantage arising out of the profits of 
the undertaking. But, is it to be said that, if only 1000 more 
j shares be applied for, and appropriated, the directors are justi- 
fied in proceeding with the business of the company with 2000 
shares, instead of the proposed number of 100,000—thus render. | 
ing the riwk and demand for capital fifty times greater than was 
held out or contemplated by the prospectus? We cannot believe |

advices have been transmitted to the Brazils, stating “ the pro- 
prietary has been so dissatisfied, that the original board of direc- 
tors has resigned, and been succeeded by others possessing more 
the confidence of the shareholders.” The ignorance of the board, 
manifested in their sending out steam-vessels of from 180 to 250 
tons burthen, when it ought to have been well known that steam- 
boats to navigate the shallow rivers, for which they were intended, 
should not have exceeded forty to fifty tons, has given rise to 
the necessity of disposing of the vessels so constructed and sent 
out, the value of which is estimated at 20,000/., after having paid 
a duty of 12001., levied on the boats by the Brazilian Goverament 
before they were allowed to enter the bay. 

It appears from the report that the present directors “ have ad- 
dressed his Excellency the Brazilian Minister, pointing out the ad- 
vantages which the undertaking must confer on his countrymen, 
and the necessity of a firm support from the native authorities of 
the empire ”—to which “ they have had the honour of receiving a 
reply.” This is going to work in a business-like manner, and we 
can hardly imagine that the original directors should have been so 
grossly ignorant, or so culpably negligent, as to have purchased or 
contracted for steam-vessels unfitted for the purpose—sent them 
to Bahia—paid 1200/. duty for the admission of vessels which 
now have to be sold to supply the funds for building others of less 
tonnage—and without having previously taken the precaution or 
exercised the ordinary diligence or attention expected from men of 
business, of “ making terms,” as was observed by one of the pro- 
prietors, with the Brazilian Government. It is true, that Mr. 
Sa uNDERSON observed, “there required adelicacy in the correspond- 
ence with the Government.” We do not doubt it for one moment. 
It is unnecessary to disguise facts, or to use any language but that 
which plainly expresses our conviction, viz., that much delicacy is 
required on this side in securing services or pledges of ministers in 
Brazil; but, at the same time, we believe we may say, that there is 
little delicacy observed there in “ making terms” on which those 
services may be secured.

Sim,—The remarks which you did me the favour to make on my com- 
munications in your two last Numbers, were prompted, doubtless, by a 
sincere desire to excite discussion, and to stimulate inguiry into the ac- 
curacy of my statements, touching the proposed formation of a “ Free 
Miners’ Copper Smeltiug Establishment." You do me the honour to 
admit that the subject is most important, and allow me the credit of hav- 
ing treated it in a more tangible form than it has ever before been at- 
tempted in your columns. But in thus reducing the whole question to a 
debtor and creditor account, in order to elicit more readily the truth from 
those better acyaainted with the copper trade, it necessarily exposes my 
statements to the severest test of examination, and the results must be 
established as correct, before 1 can presume to share in the credit which 
you will obtain for endeavouring to accomplish so great an object. 

I have, therefore, considered it my duty to pay all the attention in my 
power to your suggestions, and now return to the subject, after consulting 
the best authorities, ‘‘ with figures well compared,” and presuming the 
data adupted to be unobjectionable, which I may be allowed to take for 
granted, until others prove the reverse, I believe I may venture to state 
that the results already represented, in statements A and B, may be received 
as substantially correct. There are one or two clerical inaccuracies, 
which will be noticed at the foot of this letter, bat they do not in the 
slightest degree affect the profit, as deduced either from copper smelting 
of steam navigation. 

It will be obvious, that in representing a profit of only 8306/. in the 
data assumed, no unfair advantage has been contemplated, much less taken, 
of the smelting body, Ly exaggerating the gains made by them ; and this 
will be still more obvious, when it is known, that the standard for copper 
during the thirty-eight yoors, ending 1858, has averaged at least 120/., 
and the produce rather more than 8 per cent. But the price of copper 
ores, producing 8 per cent., at a standard of 120/., allowing for smelting 
charges, would be 6/. 17s. per ton, instead of 5/. 138. per ton, at a 
standard of 105/., thus making a difference in favour of the miner equal 
to 244. per ton, being not less than 48,0007. on 40,000 tons of ores 
sold. The existence of avy combination to keep down the price of ores, 
and to raise the price of copper, has been distinctly disclaimed by Mr. 
Grenfell, on the part of the smelting body, although you prove very 
clearly, in your Journal of the 2d of November last that the great 
bulk of the copper ore purchases, domestic and foreign, is generally 
made by « few of the moxt wealthy smelting establishments. It may be 
said that the depreciation in the ore market is caused by the increased 
value of money ; if so, why does it not produce the same effect on the 
metal market ? But let the cause be what it may, it is quite clear that 
the miner in the scramble goes to the wall, and the smelter gets the ores 
24s. per ton cheaper than on the average of the last thirty-eight years. 
Surely, then, if the amelter pockets what the miner loses, the latter had 
better become a smelter, and take the profit of both operations into his 
own keeping. 

As regards the error corrected in my last, it was merely one as to time, 
proving that 39,740 tong of coal were consumed by the United Mines, 
before they were included in the Consolidated Mines, being, in fact, what 
is termed by miners, an advantageous fault—an upthrow rather than a 
downthrow, from a wrong to a right position—or, as you have it still 
better, the correction of it “ very considerably strengthens the argument 
of ‘A Miner.”"’ The 600,000/, for ores sold in fourteen years, refers to 
the United Mines previous to 1824, It is stated also, that the ores of 
the different mines on the line of the Redruth Railway, in very little more 
than one year, sold for more than 350,000/. ; the whole period was fifteen 
months, and the amount was divided among ninetcen different mining es- 
tablishments. The reason I adopted this data, in preference to more re- 
cent results is, that I was desirous to bring home the effect of the proposed 
* Free Miners’ Swelting 
mining concerns, and haying some extracts from the books of the United 
Mines in my possession, they served the purpose of illustration better 
than any other data | hed the means of obtaining. 

You say, the argument and evidence adduced equally applies to the 
present system as to that under a ‘ Free Miners’ Smelting Establish- 
ment ;"’ that the old companies, having both capital and enterprise, would 
watarally exercise the same means to compete with their rivalsa—but only 
look at the vast difference of position in favour of the miner, with or 
without such means of rivalry, as compared with the present system in 
the ore market.

MEMOIR OF DAVIES GILBERT, ESQ 
(From the West Briton.) 

Davies Grisert, Esq., D.C.L., late President of the Royal Society, 
was Hon. F.R.S.E., F.A.S. F.L.S., F.G.S., F.R.A.S., President of the 
Royal Geological Society of Cornwall, Hun. Member of most of the provin- 
| cial Societies in the Kingdom, and of many on the Continent; he was also 
| many years Member of Parliament for Bodmin, our county town, and was 

truly known as the Father of British Science. He was the only son of the

When a child, his precocious talents were the theme of the extensive circle

This acquaintance, without doubt, materially added in determining 
his miod to mathematical pursuits, in which he was afterwards so greatly 
distinguished. His academic education was received at Pembroke College, 
Oxford, to the fuads of which he has been a liberal donor. 

The introduction of Mr. Watt's celebrated improvement in the steam-en- 
gine into the Coraish mises, and the disputes between that great mecha~ 
nical philosopher and the late Mr. Jonathan Hornblower, of Pearyn, as to

veral years, revived by Mr. Woolf ; but it seems by general consent and ex- 
perience, and by universal practice, to be now admitted that Mr. Watt's is 
the preferable mode. 

Mr. Davies Giddy was solicited by the county at large to take an active 
part in the determination of the duty performed by Mr. Watt's engines—a 
task for which his genius and inclina’ peculiarly fitted him; and in com-

Ad indifference to the labours of authorship, provided the results of his in- 
quiries were available to the public without appearing in print, prevented the 
investigations of these most impor'ant subjects from seeing the light in an 
authentic form until lately; the first of them appears in the Philosophical 
Transactions of the Royal Society in 1827—the second still more recently.

One of the most remarkable incidents in Mr. Gilbert's life was his disco- 
vering, patronising, and encouraging the early struggles of Davy (afterwards 
Sir Humphry), whose introduction to public life, and to other fricods, who 
brought him, bis genius, and ability into notice, was due to his active and 
unvarying friendship.
